MINUTES OF A REGULAR MEETING 
OF THE FACULTY SENATE HELD 
ON MARCH 11, 1983, IN LISNER HALL 
ROOM 603 


1 The meeting was called to order by Provost Bright at 2:12 p.m.

2 The minutes of the regular meeting of January 21, 1983, were approved 
as distributed. 

3 (a) Professor Ziolkowski, on behalf of the Committee on Research, 
moved the adoption of Resolution 82/6, "A Resolution Concerning ‘A Bibliography 
of Faculty Publications'," and the resolution was seconded. Professor 
Ziolkowski said that the committee regarded this resolution as the best way 

to foster and recognize research at this University. Professor Morgan moved 
an amendment to insert the word "recent" before the word "past" in the second 
WHEREAS so that the same would read: "WHEREAS, no public record of completed 

research has been compiled in the recent past." The motion was seconded. 

Professor Ziolkowski accepted the amendment on behalf of the Research Committee. 
Professor Gross remarked that he liked the resolution from the standpoint of a 
faculty member, but from the standpoint of a chairman, it would be an additional 
task. Professor Ziolkowski responded that the necessary information is already 
reported in the Annual Reports. Dr. Bright commented that he thought a chairman 
would know a lot more than he about whether the material has actually been 
published or not. Professor Schiff, commenting as a departmental chairman, 
said that he was not opposed to this resolution, but he did think it would not 
be an easy job for departmental chairmen to compile this information because 
they received no more or no less information than the Provost. Either the 
faculty must be relied upon to provide the precise information required or the 
departmental chairmen would have to try to get this information, engendering an 
immense amount of paper work and time. Professor Ziolkowski reiterated that 
the committee thought this publication was a worthwhile endeavor. The question 
was called and Resolution 82/6, as amended, was adopted. (Resolution 82/6 attached.) 
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3 (b) Professor Ziolkowski, on behalf of the Committee on Research and 

the Committee on Library, moved the adoption of Resolution 82/7, "A Resolution 
Concerning Faculty Publications," and the motion was seconded. Professor 
Ziolkowski noted that this resolution merely called to the attention of the 
faculty a long-standing policy of the University to collect publications of 
its faculty members. He then asked that a correction be made in the second 
WHEREAS to change the word "compiled" to "complied" so that the same would 
read: WHEREAS, this policy has not been complied with on a regular basis." 

There was no discussion. The question was called and Resolution 82/7, as 
corrected, was adopted. (Resolution 82/7 attached.) 

4 No resolutions were introduced under Introduction of Resolutions. 

5 (a) On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor Morgan nominated 

the following faculty for election to the Nominating Committee for the Executive 
Committee for the 1983-84 Session: Professors Norman C. Kramer, Convener (Medical), 

A. E. Claeyssens, Jr. (Columbian College), Sherwin Greene (SGBA), Hermann J. 

Helgert (SEAS), Robert E. Park (Law), Martha N. Rashid (Education), and Stefan 0. 
Schiff (Columbian College). There were no additional nominations from the floor, 
and the nominees were elected unanimously. 

(b) In his report to the Senate on behalf of the Executive Committee, 
Professor Morgan reminded members of the seminar on TIAA/CREF Retirement 
Program scheduled for Aprill 22, 1983, sponsored by two Senate Committees - 
Appointment, Salary and Promotion Policies (including Fringe Benefits) and 
University Development and Resources. He reported that he had completed his 
report as the Commi ttee-of-One to study faculty grievance procedures and has 
submitted it to the Executive Committee, the Professional Ethics and Academic 
Freedom Committee and the President. Eventually, he said, this report will 
come before the Senate. He then reported on his attendance at a recent 2-day 
conference put on by the American College Testing Program entitled "Mobilizing A 
Campus Retention Effort," a matter he thought was of growing concern to all. 

He noted that Mr. Joseph Y. Ruth, Assistant Provost for Admissions and Student 
Records, has been put in charge of considering this problem, and that 
faculty members would probably be hearing from him in this regard. 

(c) Professor Griffith, Chairman of the Professional Ethics and Academic 
Freedom Committee, reported that the committee will be reporting a resolution 
accompanied by an explanatory report at the next meeting of the Senate having 
to do with the problem of part-time faculty appointments. Both the Professional 
Ethics Committee and the Educational Policy Committee were asked by the Executive 
Committee to study this matter, he said, and the Educational Policy Committee 
made its report last spring. He urged Senate members to read the resolution and 
report, which will be distributed with the agenda, before the April Senate 
meeting because of the complexity of the matter. 

Professor Greene, Chairman of the University Development and 
Resources Committee, reported that some 120 people have registered thus 
far for the TIAA/CREF Seminar on April 22nd and that Dr. Carl Lange has agreed 
to serve as Moderator. Anyone still interested in attending the seminar, 
he said, should call Mr. Jerry Anderson in the Development Office. He then 
reported that his committee recently held a joint meeting with the Committee 
on University and Urban Affairs to discuss among other things the image of the 
Uni versi ty.

Professor Robinson, Chairman of the Appointment, Salary and 
Promotion Policies Committee, requested that the information submitted 
to the Senate on Faculty Salary Averages for 1982/83 be distributed with 
the minutes. She then reported that the committee would be introducing 
a resolution on criteria for tenure at the next Senate meeting. 

6 Under Brief Statements, Professor Gross, noting that there was no 
central visual aid office on campus, thought this might be an appropriate 
matter for the Physical Facilities Committee to look into. He said that 
faculty members often need more than a blackboard in the classroom for 
teaching purposes, and he thought that it would be a good idea if there 
were a central office where overhead projectors and screens, for example, 
could be stored for use by faculty upon request. Dr. Bright responded 
that this idea has been looked into several times, but has been turned 
down because it was too costly; however, he said he was not opposed to 

it and suggested that Professor Gross talk to Professor Morgan about it. 

On behalf of the Friends of the Libraries, Professor Burns read 
the following announcement: 

The Friends of the Libraries of George 
Washington University are asking all faculty and 
administrators to consider membership in the Friends.
